Sorrow, frustration as 
100,000 say goodbye to 

Mandela 



South African policetry to block mourners while they at- 
temptto walk to the Union building to see the body of for¬ 
mer South African President Nelson Mandela, In Pretoria. 


PRETORIA (AFP) - Hun¬ 
dreds of South Africans 
broke through a police cor¬ 
don Friday in a last-gasp bid 
to j oin tlie estimated I DO, 000 
people who viewed Nelson 
Mandela's remains during 
tliree days of lying in state. 

Tlie group pushed past of¬ 
ficers moments before the 
casket was closed and Man¬ 
dela began his final j ourney 
back to his cluldhood home 
of Qunu, where he will be 
buned on Sunday 

Crushing di s app o intm ent 
tainted the final day of the 
lying in state, witli tens of 
tliousands of mourners unable 
to say their personal farewell 
to the anti-apaiffieid icon. 

Barely two hours after the 
public was allowed in to view 


tlie open-top casket, the gov¬ 
ernment saiditwQuldbe un¬ 
able to accommodate the 
huge numbers still wailing 
and appealed for people to 
stay away. 

Many had camped out to 
secure an eaidy place in the 
queue, but as of 7:30 am 
(D53Q GMT) there were al¬ 
ready 50,000 waiting for 
buses to the Union Buildings 
-- the seat of govemnient 
where the coffin has been laid 
out for lliree days. 

By early afternoon, it was 
clear that most would never 
get inside, and people started 
leaving in sad, dejected 
droves -- many of tliem hav¬ 
ing aiready been turned away 
the day before.

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US airport worker 
arrested for car 
bomb plot 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authanties arrested an avia¬ 
tion worker Fnday in an ap¬ 
parent sting operation after he 
tned to explode what he 
thought was a oar bomb at an 
airport in tlie state of Kansas. 

Terry Lee Loewen, 5S, 
was apprehended as part of 
an undercover investigation 
when he arrived at Wichita 
airport. 

The avionics technician 
had been under investigation 
for several months by a ter¬ 
rorism task force in Wiclnta. 

"Tliose explosives were 
inert and it was not a bomb 
that would ever explode,” US 
attorney for Kansas Barry 
Grissom told reporters. 

Grissom did not reveal 
where Loewen had obtained 
the inert bomb. In previous 
similar cases undercover of¬ 
ficers have supplied suspects 
wi th b omb -m akin g maten al s. 

He was chai’ged with try¬ 
ing to use a weapon of mass 
destruction, trying to damage 
pro pert)!'with explosives and 
trying to provide material 
support to a designated for¬ 
eign terrorist organization. 

"At no time was the air¬ 
port penmeter b re ai±.e ft and 


... at no time was any citizen 
or a member of the traveling 
public in any typ e of danger," 
Grissom said 

According to a statement 
by the US Department of Jus¬ 
tice, Loewen had earlier 
"■made statements that he was 
resolved to commit an act of 
violent Jihad against the 
Umted States." 

He had also studied the 
airport, its flight schedules 
and acquired bo mb-making 
equipment, the statement 
said. 

There was no indication 
that Loewen was w^'orking 
with any religious communi¬ 
ties in Wichita, Grissom said 

If convicted, Loewen 
could face a maximum 
penalty of life in pnson 

"Lone wolves -- home 
grown violent extreimsts re¬ 
main a very serious threat to 
our nation's security said FBI 
Special Agent in Charge 
Michael Kaste in the state¬ 
ment. 

"Today's arrest empha¬ 
sizes the continual need for 
the public to remain vigilant 
as law enforcement relies on 
the public's assistance"

Tempers fra^'^ed at one of the waitmg venues, with mourners 
pushing back against police who tried to get them to go home 

"It's just not passible," said one police officer who declined 
to be named. “Tliere ai'e too many people. Tlie whole of tlie 
Repubhc of Soutli Africa wants to say goodbye." 

For those who did manage to enter tlie venue, the last 
glimpse of Mandela prompted powerftil feelings. 

"It's truly amovmg event As you walk past his body, you're 
overcome vnth emotion," said Sakib Khan, a Bntish national 
living 111 South Afiica since 2002. 

Mandela's body is scheduled to be tal^en to Waterkloof air 
force base early Saturda)’' momiiig, for the two-hour flight to 
Qunu in Eastern Cape province, where he grew up. 

On Sunday, some 5,ODD people, including foreign digni¬ 
taries, are expected to participate in a formal, two-hour cere¬ 
mony hegimuiig at S:00am (OdDO GMT). 

But the actual burial will be a strictly pnvale affair, barred 
to both the public and the media, government spokeswoman 
Phunila Williams told AFP. 

"The family has indicated they want to make the burial a 
family matter," Williams said. 
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Kerry ’hopefuF can strike final 
Mideast peace deal 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - US 
Secretary of State John Kerry 
said Friday he hoped to help 
achieve a peace agreement 
encompassing Israeli security 
needs and Palestinian sover¬ 
eignty, as he wrapped up his 
regional visit. 

But Palestinian president 
Malimud Abbas dampened 
hopes by rejecting US pro¬ 
posals for Israel to keep a 
military presence in a future 
Palestinian state. 

"We are working on an ap¬ 
proach that both guarantees 
Israel's security and fully re¬ 
spects Palestinian sover¬ 
eignty,' Kerry told reporters 
m Tel Aviv before boarding a 
plane to Vietnam. 

Kerry insisted tlie goal re¬ 
mained for the sides 'to reaich 
a final status agreement - not 
an inlenm agreement", and 
said Israel will release as 
planned a new group of 
Palestinian prisoners on De¬ 


cember 29. 

"Bothparties remain com¬ 
mitted to fid filling tlieir obli¬ 
gations to stay at the table 
and negotiate hard dunng the 
lune-month p eriod tliat we set 
for that' when talks were 
launched at the end of July, 
said Kerry. 

On Friday morning, Kerry 
met Pirme Mimster Benjamin 
Netanyaliu for what the Is¬ 
raeli premier described as a 
discussion on how to "ad¬ 
vance our goals of peace and 
security." 

Kerry, who completed his 
second visit to the region 
witliin a week, said that US 
military expert General Jolin 
Allen outlined m talks with 
Abbas a security plan for the 
West Bank and Israel, wluch 
could be implemented fol¬ 
lowing a peace accord. 

But Abbas rejected US 
proposals for Israel to keep a 
military presence in a fixture 


Palestinian state along its 
strategic border witli Jordan, 
a source close to the Palestin¬ 
ian president told AFP. 

'President Abbas has re¬ 
jected the ideas presented by 
the secretary of state," the 
Palestinian source said eaiiier 
Fnday, a day after Kerry met 
Abbas in tlie West Bank city 
of Ramallah. 

Palestinian red lines' 

Abbas also handed Kerry 
a letter laying down 'Pales¬ 
tinian red lines", tlie source 
added, singling out "the re¬ 
fusal to recognise Israel as a 
Jewish state" 

Abbas 'rejected the ideas 
on security because there is 
not a tlnrd party".

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Deadly clashes in Bangladesh 
after top Islamist hanged 


DHAKA (AFP) - Bangladesh 
was rocked by a new wave o f 
deadly violence Friday as h- 
lannst supporters went on the 
rampage to vent their fury at 
the ezecution of one of their 
leaders for war crimes 

Abdul Quader Molla be¬ 
came the first person to be 
hanged for Ins role in tire coun¬ 
try's bloody 1971 wai'ofinde- 
pendence from Pakistan when 
he was sent to the gallows at a 
pn s on in tire c apital Dhaka 1 ate 
Thursday 

The hair gin g took place at 
1D:01 pm (IdQl GMT) after 
the Supreme Court dismissed 
an appeal for a final review of 
the deatlr sentence handed 
down to Molla, who was a sen¬ 
ior figure in tire Janraat-e-ls- 
lami paity. 

Molla had be err found guilty 
in Febmary by a nrueh-criti¬ 
cised domestic bnbunal of hav¬ 
ing been a leader of a 
pro-Pakistan nulitia tlrat 
fought against the countiy's in¬ 
dependence atrd killed some of 
Bangladesh's top professors, 
doctors, writers and journal¬ 
ists. 

He was convicted of rape, 
murder aird mass murder, in¬ 
cluding tire killing of more 
than 350 unainred civilians. 


Prosecutors called him the 
"Butcher of Mirpur”, a Dhaka 
suburb where he committed 
most of the atrocities. 

Fears that the execution 
could spark frnllier unrest, in a 
country where political vio¬ 
lence IS intensifying in the 
build-up to deeply divisive 
elections, were soon realised 
as tire Islamists rioted in street 
battles in towns and cities. 

Tlrree protesters were ktUed 
and two activists firom tire rul¬ 
ing Awami League were 
hacked to death Friday, police 
officials told AFH with an Is¬ 
lamist becoming the latest fa- 
talify after he was shot dead 
duiiirg clashes witlr rulmg 
paity activists in the southern 
towir of Sonainruri. 

Fi.atrrpaging Jatrraat activists 
firebombed ti'aiir stations, set 
fire to businesses and houses 
belonging to ruling paity sup¬ 
porters and blockaded key 
highways, they said. 

Violence also erupted near 
the countiy'slai'gestmosque m 
Dhaka after Friday prayers as 
Jamaal activists detonated 
crude bombs and torched at 
least a dozetr cars and vehicles, 
AFP correspondents at the 
scene said. 

Police fired rubber bullets to 


disperse the crowds, critically 
injuring a i2-yeai'-Dld child, 
footage aired by private station 
Channel 34 showed. 

Activists also tried to burn 
down tire coastal village home 
of one of the war crimes trial 
judges, local police dnef 
Anisui' Ralrman told AFP 

In Washington, State De- 
partiuent spokeswoman Marie 
Harf said Bangladesh was 
passing tlii'ough a "very sensi¬ 
tive moment*', urging all par¬ 
ties to resolve tlreir differences 
peacefully. 

AuUronties went aliead with 
the execution despite wide¬ 
spread international appeals 
against the move, including 
fi'om UN Secretaiy General 
Ban Ki-moon. 

Neighbourmg India - - winch 
was an ally of the tlren East 
Pain Stan in the independence 
wad' -- did not join m tire con- 
denmation, saying the execu¬ 
tion was tire "outcome of 
internal judiIdal processes and 
laws of Bangladesh". 

The Bangladeshi govern¬ 
ment winch has also rebuffed 
internahonal pressure to delay 
tire elections scheduled for 
next monllr, was unrepentant 
about the decision to carry out 
the execution of l55-year-old 
Molla. 


Iran quits nuclear talks protesting 
US blacklist move 


TEHRAN (AFPJ - Iran has 
quit nuclear talks with world 
powers, accusing Washington 
on Friday of going against the 
spirit of a landmark agreement 
reached last month by expand¬ 
ing its sanctions blacklist. 

US Secretaiy of State Jolrir 
Kerry and a spokesmair for EU 
foreign policy clrief Catlrenne 
Ashton, who represents the 
maj or powers in tlie talks, both 
played down tire suspension 
and said talks were expected to 
resume soon. 

But Iran's chief nuclear ne¬ 
gotiator Abbas Araqcbi said 
tile US move went against the 
spirit of the deal stmck m 
Geneva under winch the pow¬ 
ers undertook to impose no 
further sanctions for six 
months in exchange for Iran 
curbing its controversial nu¬ 
clear activities. 

Teliran was now weighing 
the "appropriate response,* 
Ai'aqchi told the Fars news 
agency as Ins team headed 
baick to Teln'an firom Vienna 

Iran's ambassador to 
France, All Ahani, warned at a 
press conference in Monaco 
that such moves could serve to 
boost opposition within his 
country to a deal with the 
West. 


A senior official of the elite 
Revolutionary Guards, 

Brigadier General Yadollah Ja- 
vani, told Fars: "Government 
officials should ... lake practi¬ 
cal measures propoitionate to 
the act of tire otlrer party" 

Under the deal, Iran agreed 
to freeze parts of its suspect 
nuclear programme for six 
months in return for some $7 
billion in relief fi'om Western 
sanctions as it negotiates a 
final, comprehensive accord to 
allay suspicions it seeks a 
weapons capability. 

Iranian negotiators quit the 
imjrlementatiou talks late on 
their fourth day Tliursday after 
Washington blacklisted a 
dozen companies and individ¬ 
uals for evading US sanctions. 

Foreign ministry spokes¬ 
woman Marzieh Afldiam was 
quoted by state news agency 
IRNA as saying "the conse¬ 
quences of this unstudied 
move (ai'e) completely on. the 
American government." 

Kerry says talks makuig 
progress 

Kerry, however, made no 
mention o f a breakdown in the 
talks inremaiks to rep orters as 
he concluded a tnp to Israel. 

A spokesman for the EU 
foreign policy cluef also said 


both sides needed to return 
home for consultations and 
til at Iran's move was not uni¬ 
lateral. 

Under Iran's deal with the 
P5+1 -Bntain, Cluna, France, 
P..UESia and ttie United States 
plus Germany -- Wasliington 
agreed to refi'ain from impos¬ 
ing new sanctions on Iran. 

But senior admimstration 
officials argued that Thurs¬ 
day's hlacklistmgs were ear¬ 
ned out within the fi'amework 
of the existing sanctions 
regime, which had forced 
Teliran to the negotiating table, 
and did not constitute new 
measures.

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Belgian upper house approves 
euthanasia for children 




BRUSSELS (AFP) - Bel¬ 
gium's upp er house on Huiis- 
day backed plans to extend 
mercy-killing to temuii ally-ill 
children amid an intense pub¬ 
lic debate. 

Tlie Senate voted 50 in 
favour, 17 against for the 
measure, wiiich must now go 
to the lower house Supporters 
hope it will be approved ahead 
of elections in May. 

Tlie bill allows minors to 
ask for euthanasia on the 
grounds that their illness is ter¬ 
minal, that they are in great 
pain and 111 at there is no treat¬ 
ment to alleviate their distress. 

The re quest has to be agreed 
by the patient's medical team 
and approved by the dnld's 
parents 

"We want this law to be 
passed before the dissolution 
of parliament," said Socialist 
MP Karine Lalieux. 

Belgium inb'oduced eudiana- 
sia in 2003 for those aged IS and 


over, and would follow in the 
footsteps of neighbour the 
Netherlands which allows mercy 
killing for children over 12. 

The Belgian legislation does 
not set an age limit but states 
that the patient has to be con¬ 
scious of their situation and 
understand the meaning of a 
request for euUianasia. 

It IS tliought tlral tliere 


would be only 10-15 cases a 
yeai; based on statements from 
doctors and nurses that the 
practice exists outside tlie law 
for terminally-ill youngsters in 
physical distress. 

Last montfr Id paediatri¬ 
cians urged lawmakers to ap¬ 
prove the legislation. 

A recent poll shows tliree 
quarters of Belgians approve 
tlie move but a group of Cluns- 
Uan, Muslim and Jewish lead¬ 
ers oppose it as undeniiining 
tlie value of human life. 

After the Netherlands and 
Bel giunx Luxemb ourg m 3 0 0 9 
also approved euthanasia but 
for adults only. In Switzerland, 
doctors can assist a patient 
seeking to die but euthanasia 
itself IS illegal.

1,432 cases of euthanasia in

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Cancer cases up 
11%, breast cancer 
by a filth: WHO 


GENEVA (AFP) - The number 
0 fnew cancer cases around tlie 
globe lumped by 11 percent m 
a five-year period, reaching 
14.1 milhon in 3012, with 
breast cancer increasing by 
one-fiftlx die UN health 
agen cy s ai d Thursday. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion also reported that cancer 
deaJdis had risen by S.4 percent 
from 30QS to 2013, Intting S.2 
million. 

The "GLOBOCAN 2012 
report by tlie Internationa! 
Agency for P^eseai'ch on Can¬ 
cer (I ARC), a France-based 
arm oftlie WHO, was based on 
data on 3S forms of cancer in 
1S4 counti'ies. 

Tlie most commonly diag¬ 
nosed cancers worldwide were 
those of the lung (13 percent), 
breast (11 9 percent^ and col- 
ore ctiun (9 7 percent). 

Tlie biggest killers were lung 
cancer, responsible for almost 
one-fiftli of total deaths, fol¬ 
lowed by cancer of the liver 
(9 1 percent) and stomach (S.3 
percent). 

The WHO said it expected 
the number of new cancer 
cases to rise to 19.3 milhon per 
yeai' by 3025, due to tlie 
growth and ageing of tlie 
global population. 

In 2 D12, 'Hose to 57 percent 
0 f all new cancer cases, and al¬ 
most (55 percent of cancer 
deaths occurred in the world's 
less-developed regions, and 
these trends ai’e likely to in¬ 
crease, it sad 

The report spothghted tlie 
sharp increase in cases of 
breast cancer a'ound the world. 

In 2D 12, 1.7 miUioii women 
were diagnosed witli breast 
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career, xiei'e were d.3 mil¬ 

lion women alive who had 
been diagnosed with breast 
cancer in the previous five 
years, it sad. 

Since 3003, the incidence of 
breast career has increased by 
more than 20 percent, while 
mortality was up by 14 percent. 

Breast cancer is the most 
common cause of career death 
anong women, with 522,000 
deaths in '2013. It now repre¬ 
sents one m four of ail careers 
in women. 

" Breast caicei is also a lead¬ 
ing cause of career death in tire 
less developed countries of tire 
world," David Fomrax head of 
the lAR.C's career data divi¬ 
sion, sad m a statement 

"This IS patly because a 
sin ft in hfe sidles is causing an 
increase in incidence, aid 
partly because dun cal ad¬ 
vances to combat the disease 
ae not reaching women living 
in tliese regions," he added. 

In addition, cervical cancer 
IS a huge concern, notably in 
poor nations. 

In sub-Salrarai Afirca, 34 3 
new cases of cervical cancer 
a'e diagnosed per 100,0130 
women amually, and 22.5 per 
100,000 women die from the 
disease. Tliese figures compare 
with d .6 and 3.5 new eases per 
100,000 women, respectively, 
in North America 

Lack of access to effective 
screening and to services that 
facilitate eaiiy detection and 
treatment are to blame, the 
WHO said.

Tire two„ aged 22 and 21^ 
were found guilty ui April and 
given suspended siz-month 
sentences and fined 5,ODD 
euros ($d,90Q) each for operat¬ 
ing the ate, Undeadlink, winch 
provided links to illegal copies 
of copyrighted material. 

Tire request for damages is 
expected to he considered at 
tlie court in the eastern town of 
Bourg-en-Bresse, butthe deci¬ 
sion may be deferred to an¬ 
other date. 

Among those demanding 
damages are French him dis¬ 
tributors and US studios Co¬ 
lumbia, Disney, Par'amount,. 
Tristai; ?0tli Century Fox, Uni¬ 
versal and Warner Bros. 

They aie claiming 2,5 mil¬ 
lion euros m damages and in¬ 
terest, alleging that the site 
provided access to 520,000 
links and facilitated ai'ound SO 
million downio ads, earning the 
pair ai'ound 24,000 euros be¬ 
tween May and December 
2011 ,

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US to keep up spying program 
with new safeguards : report 


Peru-Chile sea border 
ruling set for January 27 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
White House review will con¬ 
clude that a sweeping US spy 
ageiTcy program to collect data 
on telephone calls and Internet 
use should continue but with 
new privacy safeguaids, re¬ 
ports said Friday. 

Tlie New York Times also 
reported tliat President Barack 
Obama's study would recom¬ 
mend making public the pn- 
vacy protections foreign 
citizeus can expect when their 
telephone or Internet records 
are gathered by the National 
Security Agency. 

Sepaiately, a US official 
said the While House had also 
decided to maintain the "dual- 
hatted'* aiTaiigement which 
sees a single military officer 
head tlie NS A eavesdropping 
semce and US cyber warfai'e 
operations. 

Hie Wall Street Journal 
meanwlnle said the task force 
would recommend tlial records 
of phone calls held by die NS A 
after the massive data mining 
operations should be held by 
telephone companies and not 
the spy agency 

The report comes as the ad¬ 
ministration finalizes a review 
ordered by Obama into die 
NEA‘s sweeping worldwide 
data and phone record collec- 
tioti, following revelations by 
fugitive inteUigence contractor 
Edward Snowden. 

Tlie Times said that die 
committee conducting the re¬ 
view would recommend that 
top White House officials di- 
recdy examine the list of for¬ 
eign leaders whose 
communications ai'emomlored 
by die NSA. 

Tlie protection will be intro¬ 
duced in the wake of a furor 
over revelations that US spies 
eavesdropped on the mobile 
phone of Gemian Chancellor 
Angela Merkel. 

The Times also said that the 
While House review would 
create a body of legal profes¬ 


sionals who would argue 
against lawyers for die NSA 
over espionage operations in 
the existing Foreign Intelli¬ 
gence Surveillance Court, 
which oversees surveillance. 

White House officials de¬ 
clined to comment on the 
Times report saying diat the 
review was not yet finalized. 

But officials said that the 
study into NSA operations in 
die wake of the Snowden af¬ 
fair was still expected to be de¬ 
livered to the president by 
Sunday. 

National Security Council 
spokeswoman Caitlin Hayden 
also said that the Wlnle House 
had decided to maintain the 
current "dual-hatted" arrange¬ 
ment that sees a top military 
officer head the NSA and US 
Cyber Command. 

Some critics of the current 
system had argued that the 
NSA and the militaiy's cyber 
warfai'e command should be 
headed by different officials to 
avoid too much clandestine 
power residing HI one official. 

But Hayden said tliat after 


an interagency review; the ad¬ 
ministration "decided that 
keeping the positions of NSA 
Director and Cyber Command 
Commander together as one, 
dual-hatted position is the 
most effective approach to ac- 
complislung botli agencies' 
missions." 

In practice, tlie decision 
means that the NSA will con¬ 
tinue to be headed by a niili- 
lary officer — as the head of 
Cyber Command will of ne¬ 
cessity be a senior member of 
the armed services. 

Hie current head of tlie twu 
agencies, four-star General 
Keitli Alexander, retires early 
next year. 

Obama said last week tliat 
he would introduce some re¬ 
straints on the NSA following 
the review. 

It remains unclear when 
Obama will present und as si¬ 
te d findings o f th e rep oil pub - 
licly.
